DETERMINATION An Agency determination has been requested with respect to whether a Certificate of
WITHDRAWN Need would be required under 868-11-1607(a)(4) and Agency Rule 0720-9-.01(16) for

Jellico Community Hospital to establish a designated Level 2 NICU that is staffed by a
board certified pediatrician with a subspecialty certification in neonatal and perinatal
medicine as chief of neonatal care service, with no neonatologist.

Agency Rule provides that an Agency determination represents a formal opinion
of The Agency. Such determinations are initially analyzed and drafted by staff,
and presented to the full Agency during a regularly scheduled Agency meeting.
